A Call To Citizenship 


When the bond issue proposal for enlargement of the high 
school was first submitted to the voters, at an election on June 17, 
an estimated twelve per cent of the persons eligible to vote par- 
ticipated in the election and the high school district officials con- 
cluded that it would not be reasonable to permit so small a number 
of voters to speak for the entire electorate. 

Consequently, a second election is in progress today, from 
one o'clock in the afternoon until seven o'clock in the evening, at 
nineteen designated polling places throughout the county. Placer- 
ville, Coon Hollow and Cold Springs districts are voting at the 
War Veterans’ Memorial Building, on Main Street. 

The proposal is to authorize the issuance of bonds in the 
amount of $95,000. The money so provided will be combined with 
federal PWA funds, allocated in the amount of $77,781, to erect 
additions at the school plant for which the total cost will not exceed 
$95,000 as an approximate figure. This is the school board’s 
pledge, that only enough of the $95,000 bond issue will be sold 
to supply the district’s share (55 per cent) of the project. 

The federal PWA grant, an outright gift, will provide 45 per 
cent of the cost of the project. 

Why, some have asked, does the school board ask us to auth- 
orize $95,000 in bonds when they are only going to spend 55 per 
cent of that amount? ; 

That is a reasonable question. Here is the answer: 

The board, at the time of the calling of the bond election, did 
not know whether its application for a grant of PWA funds would 
be approved. Therefore, the board called an election for $95,000 
in bonds, the full amount of the cost of the project, knowing that 
something must be done Ao relieve the overcrowding and done im- 
mediately. Now that the PWA grant has been approved, the board 
is able to promise that it will use only enough of the money which 
the bonds will provide to pay the district’s share, 55 per cent, of 
the cost of erecting an equipping the additions to the building. 

Today’s election is a challenge to citizenship! There is yet 
time to go to the polls if you have not all ready done so!

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FOREST FIRES 
ARE ABATING 


CCC Enrollees Praised For 
Work; Flames Uncontrolled 
In Trinity, Klamath Areas 


WASHINGTON, (lP\—Officials of the 
department of agriculture’s forest serv- 
ice today blamed climatic conditions 
for the“severe forest fires raging in 
California, Washington and Oregon. 

Foresters paid tribute to the work, 
discipline and skillful fire fighting of 
2700 Civilian Conservation Corps boys. 
CCC director Robert Fechner announc- 
ed that training courses for all enroll- 
ees in timbered areas had been con- 
aucted for just such an emergency as 
this, 

The forest service reported that in 
the 10 days ended July 20 there were 
1359 fires in national forests. Of these 
775 were in California, Oregon and 
Washington.

REPLICA OF FLAKE 
TO BE DISPLAYED 


Marshall's Discovery At 
Coloma Too Valuable To 
Risk Its Loss 


SACRAMENTO — A replica of the 
gold flake discovered by James Mar- 
shall at Sutter sawmill at Coloma 
in 1848 will be on display in Sacramen- 
to during the Sacramento Golden Em- 
pire centennial in 1939. A staff of ex- 
perts of the Smithsonian institution 
in Washington, D. C., where the or- 
iginal is kept as one of the nation’s 
most priceless historic possessions, are 
at work making a model from which 
the replica will be produced. 

This comes as a result of Sacramen- 
to's request to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution to borrow the original flake for 
' display at the centennial. Officials of 
the Smithsonian Institution explained 
that this could not be done because the 
flake was considered of such great 
value that no amount of insurance 
would be considered adequate. As the 
object which brought the gold rush to 
California, the flake is one of the most 
‘prized posessions of the nation.

Polls Close At 7 O'Clock: 
First Hour Of Balloting 
Sees 130 Cast Votes 


The special election on the proposal 
to issue $95,000 in bonds to assist in a 
project for relief of overcrowding at 
the high school was under way Tues- 
day afternoon throughout the county 
and reports from various precincts in- 
dicated a lively interest in the election.

California, more than any other 
state, has pioneered the development 
and use of farm machinery. 

It has the most highly mechanized 
farming system in the world. 

Yet California agriculture employs 
more hand labor—and pays a much 
greater share of its total income for la- 
bor—than any other state in the na- 
tion. 


| That seeming paradox—explained, in 
part, by large-scale production of 
fruits and vegetables—was spotlight- 


ed recently at the annual national con- 
ference of the American Society of 
Agricultural Engineers, held at Asilo- 
mar. 


And out of the discussion came a 
challenging array of data which showid 
be studied and analyzed by some of the 
urban gentlemen who sit in city offices 
‘and write impassioned articles on what 
“corporation farming” has done to the 
farm labor.

California farmers pay out 24.2 per 
cent of their income for farm iabor;
